There arc several reason this is irrelevant* 

*11 the executive session transcripts dealing with this question reflect the 
Comrisoion's certainty that the agencies would lie to them or deceive thorn* ^ullea 
could not have been more explicit about the CIA and the FBI* Rankin could not have 
been aay more explicit about the FBI alone. 

So f assuming ttw Cot Tioeion's soriouauess of urpoae, on ontirel y unwarranted 
assumption, it required every rumor no matter how wild that in any way addressed 
the question*

On the other had, if there were any basis for Kosenko's ropert, oepcxd^iiy with 
the vast FBI inspired campaign to label Oawald as a Red# than the Coeudsnion certainly 
required it and it was the Commission's, not the ClA'e or FBI's job to no terrain©

To put thin another way, the only reasonable interpretatuon of tie failure 
to give the Nosenko report to the Cooirisnion is that tho agencies did not t^lio/e 
it to be false or untrustworthy*
